Under the weight of s0 many 
sorrows, Mrs. Costillo’ lived in 
constant mourning until the cold 
hand of death etilled her existence 
on earth, 

She had been a member of the 
Methodist church for many years 
and the funeral was conducted 
from the new Methodist church, 
in the building of which she had 
taken special interest. She was 
buried inthe tamily grave yard 
on theold Lee homestead four 
miles south of town. 

She is survived by two brothers, 
Messers Pete and;Ben Lee and one 
sister, Mrs. V. J.. Flournoy.
